As two new forces of evil—Two-Face, formerly known as District Attorney Harvey Dent 
until a courtroom accident left him disfigured by chance and fueled by vengeance, and the Riddler, 
who was previously Ed ward Nvgma. an overlooked employee of Wayne Enterprises before his 
transformation into the most quizzical and dangerous of tricksters—join together to overtake the 
minds of the citizenry and destroy their sworn Arch-enemy, Batman 

This lamc, Batman won't have to fight for his city alone as he plunges into battle bolstered 
by a staJwan new partner at his side a young acrobat galvanized by tragedy and reborn into a 
life of heroism as Robin 1 

But Batman's alter-ego* billionaire philanthropist Bruce Wayne, has troubles of his own 
Haunted by memories of his traumatic childhood, he is attracted to beautiful criminal psychologist 
Dr. Chase Meridian, who's more fascinated by the striking figure of Batman Ft's a romantic 
triangle involving just two people < 
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JOEL SCHUMACHER, director of such compelling hits as "The Client," "Falling 
Down, H "The Lost Boys” and "Flatliners." brings moviegoers his vision of America s legendary 
hero in Warner Bros all-new thrilling adventure, "Batman Forever * 

VAL KILMER, who impressed audiences and critics alike as Jim Morrison in "The 
Doors" and Doc Holliday in '‘Tombstone," was selected by Schumacher to embody the Dark 
Knight as he's never been seen before 

Kilmer's Batman is hurtled through extraordinary exploits and adventures in a newly 
conceived Gotham City, utilizing totally re-imagined and technically innovative vehicles, arsenals 
and gadgetry designed by an award-winning team of artists 

In addition to Kilmer, four of today's most popular and talented stars lend their skills to 
roles new to the filmed Batman saga 

TOMMY LEE JONES, 1993 Academy A ward-winner for Warner Bros " "The Fugitive' 1 
and one of the screen's most versatile actors, is Two*Face This criminal mastermind mistakenly 
holds Batman responsible for the courtroom mishap that triggered his metamorphosis from 
District Attorney Harvey Dent, Gotham’s foremost figure of justice, into Two-Face, the city's 
most fearsome public enemy As he executes a crime wave that unleashes a reign of tenor over 
the citizens of Gotham, Two-Face remains steadfastly focused on the one goal that drives him— 
exacting final revenge on Batman 

JIM CARREY, who catapulted to stardom with a triple play of smash hits in 1994— Ace 
Ventura Pet Detective," ‘The Mask" and "Dumb and Dumber"—is the Dark Knight's other 
nemesis, the Riddler This Prince of Puzzlers is also known as computer fanatic Edward Nygma, 
a former employee of Wayne Enterprises w ho feds that his genius has been unjustly rejected and 
vows to ingeniously avenge himself against Bruce Wayne 

In return for financing the mass production of his devious mind-controlling invention, the 
Riddler commits to helping Two-Face solve the biggest mystery of all—who is Batman*?—not 
knowing that Two-Face's taped quarry and his own billionaire rival are one and the same In an 
unlikely alliance, Two-Face and the Riddler seek by any means necessary to end Batman's 
cn me-fight i ng career foreve r r 
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NICOLE KIDMAN, the international star whose films have included "Far and Away/' 
"MaliceMy Life,* "Dead Calm * and 'Days of Thunder," stars as Dr Chase Meridian, a 
beautiful criminal psychologist with a particular fascination for the Dark Knight She falls in love 
with Batman, Bruce Wayne falls m love with her Jealous of Batman's sway over her, Bruce 
must decide whether to share with her his staggering secret about his nocturnal alter-ego 

CHRIS O’DONNELL, the popular young star who tophned with AJ Pacino in "Scent of a 
Woman" and swashbuckled as one of The Three Musketeers," is Dick Grayson A young circus 
acrobat whose entire family is killed in a tragedy caused by Two-Face, Grayson is propelled into a 
new life as Bruce Wayne's ward, and ultimately, a new destiny as well to fight side-by-side 

with Batman as his daredevil partner, Robin? 

Returning to roles made familiar to fans of "Batman" and Batman Returns” are two great 
character actors—MICHAEL GOUGH as Bruce Wayne's butler and Batman's trusted ally, Alfred 
Pennyworth, and PAT MINGLE as Gotham s Police Commissioner James Gordon 

Joining these stars are DREW BARRYMORE and DEB I MAZAR as Sugar and Spice. 
Two-Face's yin-yang pair of sexy sidekick sirens Barry more, seen recently in "Boys on the 
Side," plays Sugar, all sunshine and smiles, and Mazar of Bullets Over Broadway," is her more 
smfij] counterpart. Spice ED BEGLEY, JR portrays Fred Stick ley, Edward Nygma's fussbudget 
boss who winds up as his unhinged employee's first unfortunate victim And the members of EN 
VOGUE appear as a quartet of smart-talking Gothamites out for a night on the town whom Dick 
Grayson encounters while he's out in the borrowed” Bat mobile 

Batman Forever is produced by TIM BURTON—director of both 'Batman" and 
'Batman Returns, which amassed a collective worldwide gross of more than S70G million—and 
PETER M ACGREGOR-SCOTT, one of Hollywood’s most respected on-the-rise producers, 
whose recent credits include the Warner Bros action blockbusters "Under Siege" and "The 
Fugitive " 

The film is written by LEE BATCHLER & JANET SCOTT BATCHLER and AKIVA 
GOLDSMAN ("The Client"), based on characters created by BOB KANE and published by DC 
Comics 
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Executive producers BENJAMIN MELNIKBR and MICHAEL E USLAN served in the 
same capacities on "Batman” and "Batman Returns " 

To bring the film s vision to full cinematic life, the filmmakers assembled a superlative 
team of creative artists behind the scenes for "'Batman Forever " 

The director of photography is STEPHEN GOLDBLATT, whose luminous images have 
been seen in such films as "Lethal Weapon," "Lethal Weapon 2," "Qutluid,” The Cotton Club/ 
"The Prince of Tides'" and "The Pelican Brief" 

Production designer BARBARA LING and her huge an department staff created the 
awesome backdrops against which the action of "Batman Forever*' takes place, from the skies 
high above the towering spires of Gotham to its teeming streets and subterranean depths Ling’s 
set-designing challenges included creating such Gotham sites as the multi-leveled Batcave, Wayne 
Manor; Wayne Enterprises. Nygmatech, Claw Island. Two-Face's and the Rjdd1er"s respective 
lairs, the Gotham Hippodrome, Fan Asia Town and other vistas of downtown Gotham City All 
of these environments (and more)—plus completely revitalized versions of the Batmobile, 
Batwing, Bat boat. Bat sub and myriad gadgets and weaponry— were newly conceived and created 
for ’'Batman Forever' by Ling and her crew 

Also freshly imagined were Batman s armor-like suits and other costumes designed by 
BOB RING WOOD (whose work on 'Batman" and "Batman Returns'" gave a new look to DC 
Comics' immortal hero) and INGRID FERRJN ("The Client' 1 ), 

For Batman Forever, " special visual effects were under the guiding hand of JOHN 
DYKSTRA, whose dual Oscar-winning work for George Lucas' Star Wars” forever changed the 
technology of his field Dvkstra utilized state-of-ihMft optical and computer-generated effects to 
conjure up the fantastical world of "Batman Forever 

All three key members of the film’s make-up and hair styling team are multiple Academy 
Award-winners key make-up artist VE NEILL won for "Beetkjuicc.™ "Mrs Doubtfire" and "Ed 
Wood", key hair stylist YOLANDA TOUS3IENG won for "Mrs Doubtfire' , and "Ed Wood", 
and special effects make-up artist RICK BAKER won for his work on 11 An American Werewolf in 
London/' "Harry and the Hendersons" and "Ed Wood.” 


Other notable talents on the 'Batman Forever" filmmaking team include film editor 
DENNIS V1RKLER (Oscar-nominalcd for both The Hunt for Red October" and The 
Fugitive''), composer ELLIOT GOLDENTHAL (Oscar-nominated for "Interview With The 
Vampire*); and stunt coordinator CONRAD E PALMJSANO ( 'Under Siege," Tree Willy 2 
The Adventure Home") 

About the Production 

It was May, 1939, when Bob Kane's nocturnal hero made his debut in the comic book 
Detective tf2? Since that first appearance, artists, writers, novelists, animators, television and 
moviemakers have all seen something similar yet distinctive in the character of Batman as he has 
transformed into various incarnations over the past 56 years 

In Kane's 1939 version, he appeared as The Bat-Man." inspired by Leonardo da Vinci's 
notebook sketch of the "Omilhoptef glider, the silent film version of another masked hero in 
The Mark ofZorro” and the 1931 film version of Man Roberts Rinehart's mvstery novel. The 
Bat Whispers. 

Since that day of creation. Batman has been remodeled into as many identities as there 
have been creative artists, writers and animators to interpret him The brooding, haunted persona 
Of the Dark Knight—which emerged in the thunderous w ake of Batman The Dark Knight 
Returns, Frank Miller's four-part graphic novel series published in 1986—revitalized the darker 
mythology of the character and became the Batman of choice for most of his fans A variation of 
this gothic manifestation of Batman inspired Tim Burton's massively successful 1989 Warner 
Bros film. Batman," and its 1992 follow-up, "Batman Returns * 

When Tim Burton decided that two directorial forays into Gotham City had satisfied his 
own need to explore the legend and lore of Batman, the torch w as passed to one of Hollywood's 
most versatile and stylish filmmakers, Joel Schumacher 

Schumacher w>as scouting locations for Warner Bros ‘ The Client" in New Orleans when 
he was called to I he Warner home office in Burbank for the meeting regarding his interest in 
directing the next "Batman" installment ’ We had a great meeting, 1 recalls Schumacher, and I 
told than that I would love to do the movie but only if Tim Burton wanted me to do it And 
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thankfully, he did * 

Schumacher was confident that just as Tim Burton had imprinted his singular vision on the 
character, his own conception would be different enough to give audiences a new experience, 
rather than a re-tread B l think Tim did a wonderful job with the other movies/ notes 
Schumacher, ’ but I don t believe that to imitate is really to flatter I think it was incumbent upon 
us to give our own version of the Batman legend, trying to incorporate some of the things Tim 
started, but also to give it a never-before-seen look The audience would hopefully have a visual 
nde as well as an engaging story, because 1 think you owe that to people when you're doing a 
live-action version of a comic book character 

H 1 was always a Batman fan," continues Schumacher "I've always loved the fact that 
Batman is just a human being, without superpowers and with a troubled past He’s a flawed 
person w ho struggles with dark foes, inwardly as well as on the night streets of Gotham City "

loel Schumacher has always been noted for his ability to find the right actors for the right 
roles, as borne out by his previous ventures "St Elmo’s Fire" hdped launch the careers of a 
group of then-emerging stars, including Demi Moore and Andie MacDowell; " Flail mers" and 
"Dying Young’' were among the first feaiures to tap into the talents of Julia Roberts, "Falling 
Down' effectively exploited Michael Douglas' image as an archetypical leading man, and "The 
Client’' earned Susan Sarandon an Academy Award nomination as Best Actress Batman 
Forever presented him with a rich opportunity to cast roles that demanded fearless and audacious 
performers 

The greatest challenge for Schumacher, ol course, was to find the actor who would don 
the cowl and cape as the immortal title character When Michael Keaton parted ways with the 
role, Sc hum a chef knew -hr actor he wanted to breathe new life into the Dark Knight Val Kilmer, 
one of the most dedicated and versatile young leading men in American cinema 

Schumacher was certain that Kilmer could manage a rote whose demands range from 
conveying the authority of a billionaire businessman to the athleticism of a nighttime crime-fighter 
"First of all, " says the director, "he’s a great actor He's extremely handsome, and has an 
incredible bearing which can make you believe him as Bruce Wayne As Batman, VaS is heroic 
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and sexy There's also a tremendous amount of depth sensitivity and mystery to Val all 
qualities tailor-made for the role M 

Kilmer recalls his reaction to being offered the high-profile part "It was an extraordinary 
opportunity, but one that you could never plan The circumstances were all so strange anyway, 
since Batman is such a substantial character and the two other films were so successful and 
Michael Keaton was so good I never thought They're going to do a third Batman film, and I 
wonder if they're going to recast it' It was just a happy series of bizarre circumstances " 

By the time he was ready to step into character. Kilmer recognized the power of the role 
he w as about to inherit "There's obviously something fascinating and of primal interest to 
audiences as far as Batman is concerned," he says "The Batman comics deal with the gray areas 
in between good and evil He's not always on steady ground with the community Batman's 
compulsion is to extract justice at night, but he also has a real sense of irony, in a wonderful 
comedic style that Bob Kane invented 

The gallery of characters surrounding and frequently opposing Batman in the motion- 
picture senes has been comprised of pow erhouse roles for equally commanding performers 
"Batman" presented the Joker in the imposing person of Jack Nicholson, and "Batman Returns" 
gave us Michelle Pfeiffer as Caiwoman and Danny DeVito as the Penguin For 1 Batman 
Forever," the decision was made earls to continue delighting Butman fans by featuring stellar 
interpretations of both time-honored and original supporting characters This third installment 
would introduce filmgoers to two new arch-villains, Two-Face and the RJddler, a new love 
interest. Dr Chase Meridian, and a young man by the name of Dick Grayson who imeijects 
himself into the crime-fighting world of Batman and insists on standing by his side in a new guise, 
Robin 

Actually, the first role to be cast for "Batman Forever was Two-Face, and the actor 
appointed to embody him was Tommy Lee Jones, who was working with Schumacher at the time 
on location for "The Client 1 Tommy Lee was always my first choice for Two-Face, notes 
Schumacher, “and 1 asked him very early on There’s nobody like Tommy Lee Jones I mean, who 
else can be this wicked, scan funny and daring at the same time 7 " 


Two-Face first appeared in Detective Comics #66 in 1942, but DC Comics gave the 
character a leave of absence after March 1954, nor to recall his dastardly services until 1971 
Curiously, the fascinating, bizarre Two-Face has never been portrayed by a live-action performer 
in any filmed version before Tommy Lee Jones tore into the rote for “Batman Forever' 1 (although 
Billy Dee Williams appeared as the pre-scarred Harvey Dent in Tim Burton’s 1989 "Batman") 
Two-Face is the ultimate divided man, split down the middle in both body and soul, one 
half evil and the other well, noi quite as evil He perceives everything in terms of duality and 
allows a flip of his trademark silver coin—with one side as scarred as one side of his face—-to 
make decisions for him For Two-Face, the coin never lies and its resolutions of chance are final 
After a prolific stretch of dramatic roles, Jones was attracted to the notion of portray ing a 
character rooted in the realm of the fantastic "With Batman Forever,' were living in a world of 
comic books/' Jones says Two-Face is a bifurcated character, Jekyi Land-Hyde simplified to the 
cartoon level When I met Bob Kane 1 asked him if that’s what he had in mind when he created 
Two-Face, and he said yes to that question “ 

For the Riddler, one face kept appearing and reappearing in Schumacher s imagination, 
and that one-of-a-kind visage belonged to Jim Carrey "T think Jim was bom to play this role," 
declares the director "It seems so natural that 1 can’t believe our luck Because Jim is so 
brilliantly funny, there's a tendency to ignore what a fine actor he is at ihc same time He's 
enormously gifted p 

The Riddler was bom in Detecm* Cornu. '* #140 in 1948, but remarkably enough, 
underwent an almost 20-vear disappearing act until May, 1965 The Prince of Puzzlers’ 
popularity boomed after the character---as portrayed by comedian Frank Gorshm-—was the star 
villain in the 1966 pilot episode o* Batman, the spectacularly popular and decidedly campy 
television senes With his green suit festooned with question marks and his devilishly clever 
approach to crime, the Riddler has always been one of Gotham’s most colorful scoundrels 

Carrey was intrigued at the challenge of playing Edward Nygma, who actually mutates 
into several different versions of both himself and his criminal alter-ego, the Riddler ’ Even when 
Edward starts out at the beginning of the story, 11 explains Carrey, he’s already pretty much gone, 
psychologically speaking I like the sycophantic, stalker aspect of the character, the way Edward 
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worships Bruce Wayne People tike that already hate and resent the person they idolize, so 
Edward turns against Rruee with a fijry 1 

Dr Chase Meridian was. without question, one of the most sought-afier4ema!c roles of 
the year m Hollywood "[ wanted Nicole Kidman from the very beginning." says Schumacher 
*5he was in Canada making a film, so we couldn't meet for a long time I’ve been a fan of Nicole's 
since iCalm' and knew she would be perfect for Chase, She’s a fine actress who is talented, 
beautiful and has i terrific sense of humor " 

Kidman laughingly describes her character as 'a criminal psychologist who happens to 
have the perfect hair and the perfect makeup.* 

The Australian actress found the duality m Chase, who herself deals with split 
personalities, compelling "Chase is attracted to the dark side of life,” says Kidman, "and that's 
why Batman is so appealing to her She's alwavs been that way. as she explains in the movie, but 
she warns to examine and come to terms with that part of herself, which is what she does during 
the course of ihe film ' 

.And finally, there was the sensitive issue of introducing Robin, one of the most legendary 
figures m comic-book history, into the motion-picture series Since his debut m Detective Comtes 
#38 in April 1940, Robin has inspired spirited debates among comic-book cognoscenti over 
everything from the origin of his appellation to whether or not Batman actually needs a partner in 
the first place 

Joel Schumacher and the writers decided to re-invent Robin with a strong 90s twist, while 
remaining respectful of the hero's origins as outlined more than 50 years before As in the original 
comic book, Robin s alter-ego is acrobat Dick Grayson He enters Batman s life in the same 
manner as in Detective #38 after his entire family is killed by criminals during a circus 
performance (in Batman Forever," it's Two-Face and his minions who cause the death of 
Grayson s family) 

!_ r n3ike the "Boy Wonder^ of the comics—or Burt Ward's "holy'-quipping portrayal on the 
Batman* television senes—m "Batman Forever/' Dick Grayson sports a tougher, more mature 
edge, as might realistically befit a voune man who’s spent his entire life as a traveling circus gypsy 
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'Dick Grayson is really a very interesting character/' says writer AJdva Golds man. and is 
the truest and purest Robin Here is a young man whose tragedy very dearly echoes young Bmce 
Wayne's, and we tried to make that emotional scenario authentic to both characters while keeping 
the heightened comedy, drama and fun of the comic books " 

Casting Dick Grayson/Robm was another challenge for Schumacher, who had to deal with 
more than 50 years’ worth of expectations of just who the Robin character is. Schumacher defied 
the stereotypes by casting Chris O'Donnell 'I didn't want to have an adolescent Robin states 
the director 1 1 didn’t warn to do a wide-eyed, cutesy, overly innocent Robin, Nor did 1 want an 
overly hip, street Robin I wanted somebody that you believe is a young man of integrity with 
vengeance on his mind, who would be a formidable foe wdth manutl am and acrobatic skills 
Chris O’Donnell embodies all of these traits, having demonstrated his ranee both as an actor and a 
physical performer in his previous films " 

O’Donnell is a bonafide Batman fan who still owns his tie-in toys from the 1960s TV 
series "The opportunity to play a character that !'d grown up watching was really excitinghe 
says * , h was like getting paid to play around the way 1 did when I was a little kid, with friends 
Coming over and having battles in the basement * 

O'Donnell was intrigued with the new direction the character of Robin was to take in 
"Batman Forever" ’ I think anybody is understandably vulnerable when their whole family gets 
killed," the actor explains 'But Dick, especial!) when he transforms into Robin, is not a 
vulnerable person His reaction to what happens is riot only natural, but active, forceful, driven 
and strong " 

Also new m the cast are Drew Barrymore and Debt Mazar, who portray Two-Face’s nice- 
and-nasty gun molls. Sugar and Spice Drew and Debt are talented, beautiful, clever and funny." 
says Schumacher, "and the roles are a lot of fun H 

Barrymore and Mazar agree with there director's assessment "! think that Sugar is just a 
very pure, angelic, evil, delicious creature, says Barrymore of her character "She represents the 
good side of Two-Face bui even Two-Face's good side is a little bit evil 

Mazar bit into the juicy role of Spice with characteristic relish She thinks her outrageous 
screen character "is very likeable 1 don'i know that Spice is necessarily so bad She certainly has a 
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dark side, and that’s a side to me as well which is kind of fun to throw into a character * 

Schumacher decided to maintain tradition by bringing hack two distinguished veterans of 
both ’’Batman" and ’’Batman Returns * Michael Gough reprises his role as Bruce Wayne’s loyal 
butler, Alfred, and Fat Hingle re-creates his beleaguered Police Commissioner Gordon Explains 
the director, "Michael and Pat are two great actors, and they created these roles The idea of 
changing them just for the sake of change would have been. I think, a big mistake We already 
had a wonderful .Alfred and Commissioner Gordon, and so vve were pleased to keep them M 

Creating Gotham _Again 

Production designer Barbara Ling created nearly 60 sets for '’Batman Forever/ assisted by 
a talented staff of set designers, illustrators, model makers and computer graphics artists While 
there are respectful nods in the design of the new Gotham City to the marvelous work done by 
Anton Furst for 'Batman"’ and Bo Welch for "Batman Returns." Ling and Joel Schumacher 
decided from day one to avoid any deliberate sense of dejd m in their version of the legend 
Everything-—from the Baicave to the Bat mobile---would be different 

"Fm a very big fan of Anton's and Bo s work/ 1 says Ling, "but I think it’s exciting to use 
new people and ideas on everything you do The Batman comics do not reflect any one thing 
What's kept them alive, I think, is that with each illustrator and each new art director, it all 
changes It's always exciting and different 11 

"I thought that pan of the fun of doing Gotham would be to create our own city/' adds 
Schumacher Bob Kane more or less based Gotham on New York, so we used pans of 
Manhattan and parts of Los Angeles and made up the rest " 

When I first approached the design of Gotham/ says Ling, "my mind always went to the 
World's Fair idea of buildings and statues being so oversealed that man is stunted Gotham City is 
designed to be three times the height of New York, with everything on a monumental level We 
examined lots of photos and films of the great World s Fairs of the ’20s, 30s and 40$. which 
were filled with tiny people staring in awe at tremendous buildings " 

Ling and Schumacher wanted a Gotham that transcended all times and places, melding 
dements of An Deco, Russian Constructivism, European and American futurism, modernism and 
post-modernism In ‘Batman Forever," Gotham rises to the heavens, its massive edifices 
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traversed by sky-high roadways and bridges 

Lighting would become one of the most important dements of the film, as Schumacher, 
cinematographer Stephen Goldblatt and Ling developed a rich, lustrous and utterly unique look 
for the film that called upon the most recent technical developments to capture a heightened 
comic-book spirit 

"Joel and 1 agreed that we wanted to make everything we could seem comic-book, 
without exception," says Goldblatt "So there's almost nothing that I can think of in this film 
that's of a really ordinary nature " 

Batman Forever is photographed m bold, outstanding hues that reflect similarly 
adventurous coloration in the original Batman comic books "Also, we set color themes for 
characters/" continues Goldblatt "Batman s are blues and purples and whiles Two-Face is red 
and magenta The Riddtcr is green Chase is pink Were not trying to be subtle I really liked it 
when Joel said from the beginning that he wanted the film to be operatic " 

Adds Barbara Ling. We were very influenced by the comics, which beginning in the 
1940s always had these wonderful color washes tn the frames In one panel the wash would be 
red and in the next scene, blue That was very striking to us. and we felt that it was an important 
element to capture After all the comics weren't black and white Instead, they alwavs reflected 
these strange w ashes of lights 11 

Schumacher's order of the day—every day—was to push the boundaries of what had been 
seen before, striving for visuals and storytelling that would dazzle and delight His willingness to 
try just about anything promoted a good-natured repartee throughout production with camera 
operator RAY DL LA MOTTE Following one of Schumachers suggestions for a typically 
unorthodox shot de la Motte asked (tongue firmly in cheek), "Isn't that a bit over-the-rop' :i ™ 

Schumacher's reply "Welt. Ray, nobody pays eight bucks for wi^Mhe-top 1 " 

On Location 

With the cast and crew in place, director Schumacher and producer Peter Macgregor- 
Scott spearheaded the start of production in the place which was the very foundation for Gotham 
—New York City 
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Neither of the two previous "Batman* films had filmed on actual city streets, relying 
instead on studio exteriors and interiors But Schumacher, Maqjregor-Seott production designer 
Barbara Ling and cinematographer Stephen Goldblatt knew that "Got harm zing" the narrow 
corridors of Lower Manhattan, which arc bordered by massive skyscrapers, could give 
tremendous visual breadth to the film 

"I wish we could have done a month of work in New York, ' notes Ling, 'but in fact we 
only shot therefor a week 1 picked out a unique street in Lower Manhattan, which gave us the 
kind of narrowness and height quality of what Gotham is to me—towering corridors of buildings 
looming over tightly packed avenues 

' Exchange Place—just one block from Wall Street rtsdf---has that amazing illusion We 
added immense sculptures and overscaled signage that helped take what as already the giant 
molding of New York and make it look even bigger We had colored steam and smoke pouting 
out of the sidewalk grilles, which created another sense of scale so it looks like the sidew alks are 
melting into the ground " 

Shooting on Exchange Place presented a unique orvlocation challenge to the company 
How do you run the brand-new, top-secret, never-before-seen Bat mobile along the street without 
having the entire city witness its maiden voyage 9 The problem was solved by giant, moveable 
slats of flatwood that closed off Exchange Place from general view But later into the night, 
another shot was required for the Baimobile on Gold Street, several blocks from Exchange Place 
The clock was racing, and rather than place the vehicle into its custom-built truck, it was decided 
for the sake of time to }ust drive it there, with full N Y P.D escon r 

Also in New York, the massive Surrogate's Court Building on Chambers Street, a Beaux 
Arts behemoth built in 1907. served as the extenor and interior location of the Gotham Municipal 
Police Complex For the exterior of the swank Ruz Gotham Hotel, the Batman Forever ' 
company secured the old U S Customs Building just weeks before it re-opened as the 
Smithsonian Museum of the American Indian The crew then traveled to Glen Cove. Long Island 
where the Webb Institute of Naval Architecture stood in for the facade of Wayne Manor 

But the monumental challenge of shooting began in earnest when the production returned 
to Southern California The huge physical backdrop of "Batman Forever required more than just 
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a soundsiage or two In fact, tt required more than an entire studio For the more than 60 sets 
designed by Barbara Ling, the production utilized several stages and backlot sets at Warner Bros 
Studios, one huge stage nearby at Universal Studios, several actual locations in the city of Los 
Angeles, and the entire 140,000 square feet of the imposing Dome in long Beach, which once 
housed Howard Hughes' massive World War II-era transport plane, the Spruce Goose 

Some of the ambitious sets designed and constructed For "Batman Forever" inside the 
Long Beach Dome included the 60-foot-tall Baicave, the 150-foot-long Wayne Enterprises 
research laboratory, the tremendous interior of Wayne Manor and Two-Face s Lair 

Stage 16. the largest soundstage at Warner Bros , was home to the Second Bank of 
Gotham vault, the gigantic domed Riddler's Lair and the tented Gotham Circus Also filmed at 
Warner Bros were Chase Meridian s apartment and office, the Gotham Police Headquarters 
rooftop {home of the Bat-Signal), the atmospheric abandoned Gotham Pla^a subway station, the 
Arkham Asylum exterior and, on the exterior Hcnnessy Streei backlot set, a stupendous 
neon-and-day-glo Gotham nightlife facade, with its glowing colored sculptures and animated 
electric billboards 

The streets and buildings of Los Angeles also saw action for 'Batman Forever/ with 
downtown's Figueroa Street the location for Gotham s Pan-Asia Town Remarkably, Ling and 
her crew built 100 feet of one-story high Pan-Asia storefronts with neon signs that were wheeled 
into the middle of six-lane Figueroa Street to narrows it to ore tiny lane 

The extravagant Nygmaiech parry was filmed inside the lobby of the Pantagcs Theatre, a 
Hollywood landmark near the intersection of Hollywood and V ine The fabulous downtown Los 
Angeles Theatre, built in 1931. housed Gothams Excelsior Grand Casino, a beauty parlor and 
jewelry store interior 

John Dvkstra the legendary visual effects supervisor was absolutely determined to call 
upon the entire panoply of available technology to create a universe of wonder for "Batman 
Forever " 

"We were charged by the script and the creative team to make something that is visually 
envelope-breaking," he says ' We wanted to present images that actually challenged today's 
technologies We used motion control, motion capture, computer-generated images, miniatures. 
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blue screens, mattes With Batman Forever, we forced the limits of reality 

"Batman Forever" required more than 200 visual-effects shots, which included extensive 
computer-generated images of Gotham City and living entities both human and animal, and 
extraordinarily detailed miniatures filmed in an oEd Hughes Aircraft hangar in Plays del Rey, 
California "Gotham in miniature is about 100 feet long, 25 to 50 feel wide and up to 50 feet 
tall/ notes Dykstra We've also got a Batmobile in 1 6th scaEe, about four feet long, two scales 
of Batwmgs and a miniature Batboat as well * 

Dykstra also oversaw- the special-effects transformation of an oil refinery in Carson, 
California, into the industrial enclave of the Riddler's Claw Island 

Much blue screen special-effects work was accomplished at Universal Stage 12. as well as 
the SO-foot-taJl cylinder that leads into the Rjddler s Lair and Arkham Asylum interior 

Vehicles and Gadgets 

For the new vision of Batman conjured up by Jod Schumacher and company, newly 
conceived vehicles, gadgets and arsenals hnd to follow Nothing would be the same as in the 
previous films, and that included the most famous vehicle of all t he Batmobile 

During months of trial and error, ex pen mental ion and testing, production designer 
Barbara Ling worked close!v on the Batmobile with an department illustrator TIM FLATTERY, 
an expert in vehicle design, and special-effects supervisor TOMMY FISHER, who would build 
the chassis, as well as ALLEN PIKE and CHARLEY ZURIAN of TFX. a company that 
specializes in the construction of unique vehicles 

“The Batmobile was quite a challenge/ says ling, "and we actually went through many 
Stages to get to the final vehicle ,f Ling found the inspiration for the final version of the Batmobile 
in a videotape of a bat flying m a wmd tumid ’The bat is an amazing animal.’ she says "The 
structure of its wings, its veins and ribs is remarkable We went for a stylized, automotive version 
of a bat 1 wanted the Batmobile to look like a living, breathing thing ' Lings design also recalled 
the look of the Batmobile from its first appearance in 194Ts Batman #5 comic book w hen the 
vehicle was distinguished by a single fin rising from its top 

The Batmobile took four months to build from the first sketch to the finished product 
Whereas the previous Batmobiles were constructed from fiberglass. Ling, Flattery. Pike and 
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Zurian sought to make the new one from some of ihe most durable materials available Carbon 
fiber—the same material used for Formula One racing cars and F-16 jet fighters*--went into the 
body of the Bat mobile, along with a high-temperature epoxy resin with all of the air extracted 
through vacuum bagging 

"h makes it super lightweight and super^strong.' notes Allen Pike 

Batman's other vehicles share a consistent organic design with the Batmobile. making 
them all truly of a collective piece The Batwing in "Batman Forever" was completely re-designed 
from the version seen in the first Batman film It is now swifter, sharper and more dynamic 

The Batboat was another vehicle designed by Ling with Tim Flattery's assistance We 
took the Batmobile and incorporated elements of it into the Batboat, and then got a marine expert 
to make sure that we designed a hull that was seaworthy/ explains Flatten. 

Making its first appearance in "Batman Forever' 1 is the Bat sub, which was wholly created 
by John Dyksira's visual-effects department in cyberspace as a computer-generated image 

Batman's gadgets and weapons were also completely re*vitalised by Ling and company, 
reflecting the organic, sleek, high-tech and fttturistic style of the vehicles Among the 
extraordinary weapons and gadgets From the Baicave vault are the Ratarang. ( lamp-Ended Bat 
Cable, Bat Bold, Bat Torch, Bat Grapple Hook and Bat Goo Gun. 

Two-Face and ihe Riddler have their own signature weapons and other calling-card 
accouterments Two-Face basically relies on his famous coin, with one dean and one scratched 
side (although his thugs brandish old-fashioned Tommy guns futurized with circular, neon-lit 
magazines) 

The Riddlefs primary gadget is his famous cane, which Jim Carrey wielded with the 
facility of an award-winning baton twtrler, based upon weeks of home practice during w hich the 
cane almost never left his grip "You wouldn't thmk I was so great if you saw all the dents in my 
house/ 1 he quips 

The Prince of Puzzlers also utilizes intricate riddles to confound his enemies, designed for 
the film by illustrator JIM CARSON and constructed by property master BRAD EINHORN, 
"Some of them are like elaborate pop-up cards," notes Emhorn, "and some of them w ork with 
little motors They were a lot of fun to do “ 
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Costumes 

There are basically two reasons why the Dark Knight looks so different in 'Batman 
Forever" than he did in the two previous motion pictures One. of course, is that he's played b> 

Val Kilmer The other ss that Bob Rmgwood re-designed his armor-1 ike Bat suit yel again 
Although Ringwood worked on all three Batman movies, the Batsuit hasn't been the same in any 

two of the three films 

As with "Batman Returns/' the enormity of the task facing Rmgwood created the need for 
him to (oin with a second costume designer, splitting the character costumes between them On 
"'Batman Forever,." the British-born Rmgwood teamed with the Australian-born Ingrid Ferrin, 
who had just worked with director Schumacher on " The Client 

Generally speaking, Rjngwood designed costumes for the more outlandishly dressed 
characters ( Batman, Robin, Two-Face, the Riddler. Two-Face's thugs, the alley street gang), 
while Ferrin concentrated on the less extreme togs donned by Bruce Wavne, Dick Grayson and 
Dr Chase Meridian although she did express high-fashion flair by overseeing the slinky gowns 
worn by Sugar arid the provocative leather sported by Spice 

In "Batman Forever," the Dark Knight begins the film m his "traditional" suit, and for the 
finale, he dons a new, super-stylized. sonar-eqtupped, high-tech suit for the first time ever This 
evolution required Ringwood not only to design a revised "basic' Bat suit but that model’s next- 
generation offspring as well 

the creation, fabrication and implementation of the Batsuit is a rigorous, painstaking 
process that involves the work of designers, costumers sculptors, foamers, molders and even a 
Batsuit Wrangier" who handles every aspect of these durable but delicate costumes on set 

For the traditional suit. Ringwood synthesized the sculpted, exaggerated musculature of 
the Batsuit from 'Batman' 1 and the more streamlined, abstract version from Batman Returns ,r 
"We stylized all the muscles and kepi the suit more anatomical, M says the designer "For the high- 
tech suit. I was thinking of things like 1950s chrome grilles on cars We tried to make it the 
logical next step of what Batman would wear in a new phase of his crime-fight mg career" 

Just as the exact formula of the Batsuit is a mystery to all in Gotham but Batman and 
Alfred, Lhe actual "recipe" of materials that make up the costumes ts a carefully guarded secret 
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"It + $ just like baking a cake says Batsuit Wrangler DAY MURCH (a veteran of ail three films) 
mischievously But up to 40 duplicates of both the Batsuit and Robin's inaugural superhero suit 
were created for the production which means that 120 "cakes" came out of the oven 

Makeup and Hair 

’ For some reason, this feels like a bigger job than Batman Returns. "' says key makeup 
artist V e Neill, who, as a veteran of that film, "Mrs Doubtfire," “BeelleJu^ce ,l and "Edward 
Scissor hands" and a winner of three Oscars, is more than familiar with the demands of "big jobs " 
Batman Forever ' required Neill and her colleague, key hair stylist Yolanda Toussieng (a 
two-time Oscar winner), to maintain five makeup artists on staff at all times, which would expand 
to larger crew r s depending on the scene shooting For example, the Nygmatech party sequence 
required 12 hair stylists, 12 makeup artists doing beauty' makeup and six artists doing Thug" 
makeup The Gotham Charity Circus scenes were even more demanding, requiring 23 makeup 
artists and nearl) 20 hairstylists 

In addition to the rigorous day-to-day demands of styling such a massive cast the 
characters of Two-Face and the Riddle r needed elaborate and time-consuming attention on a daily 
basis 

The basic makeup for Tommy Lee Jones Two-Face was designed by vet another triple 
Oscar winner, RICK BAKER CAn American Werewolf in London,” "Harry and the Hendersons,” 
Ed Wood ) Baker animated Two-Face's balf-suav&Tialf-psycho look on computer, and the 
design was then re-created with foam latex appliances, makeup and extravagant hair stylings by 
Neill and Toussieng 

"We worked very hard on the color of Two-Face's 'bad' side," explains Neill "We had 
choices from the comic books, because Two-Face has had both a purple look and a green look 
But since green »s the color that dominates the Riddler's character, we went with the purple 
shades, which made Two-Face visually vibrant We warned Two-Face to be a comic-book rather 
than a grotesque horror-movie character" 

Neill describes how, over the course of the shoot, the process of Transforming Jones into 
Two-Face became a well-rehearsed choreography The first lime we applied Two-Face's 
makeup to lommv Lee, it took almost four hours, because we were still experimenting We 
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eventually refined the process to an hour and forty minutes For makeup and hair All of the latex 
appliances were pre-painted, which helped us to make ei as expedient as possible " 

Although the Fiddler's appearance may seem less excessive than Two-Face's, Neill insists 
his preparatory regimen was even more taxing Believe it or notshe says, Jim Carrey's Riddlcr 
makeup was more difficult to do than Two-Face s It had to be very pristine, very clean, perfect 
every' time 

Jim Carrev actually has four different looks in the film.." Neill continues Tie starts out as 
Edw ard Nygma, kind of your quintessential science nerd with hom-rimmed glasses and stringy , 
shoulder4cngth auburn hair He then segues, still as Nygma. into something of a debonair copy of 
Bruce Wayne Then there are tw o looks For the Fiddler, one early in the story and another later 
on after he's expanded his brain with his invention " 

Neill goes on to describe some of the inspirations for the other characters fashions and 
appearances T)fcck Grayson also undergoes quite a transformation from what we've been 
accustomed to in the comic book Joel wanted him to have a kind of hip, gypsy look, so we had 
Chris O'Donnell grow his sideburns, and then we pointed them to give them a more modern, cool 
look 1 also pierced Chris' carlo accentuate that gyps v circus style but he never complained 1 ” 

‘ As Chase Meridian/' continues Neill, "Nicole Kidman looks gorgeous Nicole, as 
everyone knows, has verv beautiful curl , hair in real life, so we created a long, straight wig for her 
so that Chase has a sultry . Veronica Lake-type look 

"For Sugar," says Neill, "we wanted Drew Barrymore 10 look like i cross between a 
kewpie doll and a Varga girt She's verv soft and cuddtv and sweet and fluffy , and Drew looks 
incredible in the role As for Spice, she's all the way at the other end of the spectrum, like a 
Varga girl gone mad Whereas Sugar is alt pale pink and glittery, Debi Mazars Spice is dark, 
with shades of purple, hot pink, black and silver " 

Neill and Toussieng also went to town on the noTashipmholds-barred Gotham street 
gang-.-wildly arrayed in day-g o facial and body makeup—that battles Dick Grayson and Batman 
in a black-lit. surrealistic alleyway “ We studied photos of tribal body makeup and tattoos for our 
inspiration." says Neill, and then Yolanda and I combined that with our imaginations for the 
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As for the "normal* citizens of Gotham City. "Joel wanted someone, every now and then, 
to look slightly off/" explains Yolanda Toussieng "Maybe they have strangely colored hair, like 
orange or blue or yellow, or maybe the end of their nose as slightly turned up, or they have a long, 
pointed dun " Watchful viewers of "Batman Forever" will catch glimpses of these exaggerated 
Gothamites making fleeting appearances throughout the film

‘'Batman Forever* as billionaire Bruce Wayne and his nocturnal alter-ego. Batman 

Kilmer was the youngest student ever admitted into the drama department of the 
prestigious Juilliard School in New York City After playing Orestes in 'Electra and Orestes" and 
the title roles in "Richard III" and Macbeth/' Kilmer co-wrote How It All Began/ 1 based on a 
true story of a West German radical The play was directed by Des McAnuff and produced by the 
esteemed Joseph Papp for the Public Theatre in the early 1980s 

After making his feature film debut in the comedy "Top Secret!/ Kilmer had the lead role 
in "Real Genius " He soon rose to cinematic lame as Iceman, the "best of the best/' opposite Tom 
Cniise in the blockbuster fop Gun “ Kilmer then took the role of Madmanigan, the reluctant 
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adventurer in the large-scale fantasy, "Willow/ and starred in "Kill Me Again " 

Kilmer s portrayal of Jim Morrison in "The Doors 11 showcased not only his physical and 
emotional range as an actor but his musical talents as wdl as he performed all of the vocals in the 
live concert sequences As a songwriter and music publisher. Kilmer has had one of his songs 
appear on a recent Williams Brothers recording 

Kilmer played FBI agent Ray Levoy in the political drama, “Thunderhearr " Alter 
appearing as Elvis in "True Romance," Kilmer received critical acclaim for his portrayal of Doc 
Holliday, the unpredictable and dangerous friend of lawman Wyatt Earp, in the hit Western 
"Tombstone " 

.After completing the 3-D epic. Wings of Courage," Kilmer played an unconventional 
psychologist in a mir tale set in surrealistic contemporary Hollywood in "Dead Girl 41

Vidal’s Billy the Kid H on TNT 

A strong supporter of Native American affairs, Kilmer is also a strong advocate of 
environment protection and has completed a documentary film focusing on the increasing global

Gary Gilmore in the mim-series The Executioner's Song/' adapted by Norman Mailer from his 
book He received another Emmy nomination in 1989 for his role in the acclaimed mini-series 
''Lonesome Dove/ based on the Pulitzer Prize-winning novel by Larry McMurtrv His other 
television credits include the title role in "The Amazing Howard Hughes/ 1 the American 
Playhouse production of "Cat on a Hot Tin Roof/ The Rainmaker" for HBG, the HBO/BBC 
production of "Yuri Nosenko. KGB" and April Morning " 

JtM CARREY follows his recent skyrocket to stardom by starring as the RjddEer/Edward 
Nygma in 1 Batman Forever" 

At age 15, Carrey took off from his native Newmarket, Ontario in Canada for Toronto to 
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perform on the local stand-up comedy circuit After meeting with great success in Canada, 

Carrey moved to Los Angeles in 198 L where he soon became a regular at Mnzi Shore s Comedy 
Store Rodney Dangerfield was SO impressed with the young comic that he pul him on tour In 
1982, Carrey was the star of the NBC series 'The Duck Factory," which left an impression of the 
actor’s talents on the industry' 

[n 1984, Carrey moved to the big screen, starring with Lauren Hutton and Cleavon Little 
in the vampire comedy "Once Bitten H His other early feature-film credits include "Peggy Sue 
Got Mamed, "Earth Girls Are Easy”' and "The Dead Pool "

The following year, however, he went to work for Berkeley's Institute of Urban 
Development, where he participated in a sophisticated project applying cinematography and visual 
effects to the construction of miniature cityscape models 

Dykstra re-entered films triumphantly as the innovative special-effects supervisor on 
George Lucas classic "Star Wars" in 1977, winning two Academy Awards for his effort. He 
shared Ihe Oscar in the Visual Effects category and won a Scientific/Technical special award for 
the invention and dev elopment of the Dykstraflex motion-control camera system For "Star 
Wars. " Dykstra served as the first head of Lucas' Industrial Light and Magic {ILM) 

Dykstra left ILM to form his own company. Apogee, through which he produced the first 
five episodes and the motion-picture version of "Battlcstar Galactica" in 1979 He received 
another Academy Award nomination for "Star Trek The Motion Picture/ also in 1979 Since 
then, Dy kstra has overseen the visual effects on such films as Tirefox/ "’Lifeforce," ' Invaders 
From Mars" and "My Stepmother is an Alien " He has also continued researching ever more 
innovative methods of bringing the impossible to the screen 

THOMAS L ITS HER (Special Effects Supervisor) recently performed groundbreaking 
work on "True Lies.'" which garnered him an Oscar nomination Previously. Fisher also worked 
on Terminator 2 Judgment Day " 

Fishers other special-effects credits include a number of demanding and effects laden 
adventure films, including "Rambo First Blood Pan II," "Extreme Prejudice," "Rambo HI," 

Total Recall," The Last of the Mohicans. " L'nder Siege, " The Last Action Hero' 1 and "On

1 
"The Fury/ 1 Joel Schumacher s The Incredible Shrinking Woman," "SunniiC "Gorillas m the 
Mist," Gremlins 2 The New Batch,/ Wolf/ "Baby's Day Out" and "The Amazing Panda

YE NEILL (Key Makeup Artist) won Academy Awards for her work on "Mrs. 

Douhttifc, in which she transformed Robin Williams, into a believable elderly Scottish nanny, as 
well as Tim Burton's "Beeitejuice 4 and ”Ed Wood She received Oscar nominations for her work 
on HofTa" and Burton's "Edward Scissorhanda" and "Batman Returns " Neill also won an Emmy 
Award for "Pee-wees Playhouse* in 1988 and received another nomination the following year 
Neill's other feature credits include 'Star Trek The Motion Picture," "Nine to Five/ 

Turly Sue/ Junior/ "Rising Sun* and Joel Schumacher s "The Incredible Shrinking Woman,"

also worked on "Turner & Hooch," "Breaking Away/ "The Jerk/' "Another Stakeout/ "One 

From the Mean,.Airplane!" and most recently. "Free Wally 2 The Adventure Home " 

BOB KANE ("Batman" Creator) was the man who started it all—when he was barely 
more than a boy 1 

Bom in The Bronx, New York, Kane began his professional career by drawing funny filler 
for the short-lived Wm comic book, and later contributed gag cartoons and a corned v-adventure 
strip about a character named Peter Pupp for Jumbo Comics. 

Kane's first sales to DC Comics w ere comprised of humorous two-page comedy material, 
including "Professor Doolittle/ Ginger Snap" and "Oscar the Gumshoe “ Turning to more 
serious fare, Kane developed "Spark Stevens/ "Rusty and His Pals" and "Clip Carson " 

Collaborating with writer and fellow teenager Bill Finger in 1030, Kane invented a new 
hero—The Bat-Man"—and the rest is history 

Although Kane retired from comic books in 1966 to devote his energies to animation, 
painting and other creative pursuits, he remains deeply committed to his creation and his fans
